lovestigation of Public Works 
Department Now Under Way 
by Joint Committee 


SUCH ACTION ASKED FOR 
BY COMMISSIONER COLLIER 


Special Committee of Seven 
With Prison Committee Will 
Hold Investigation, Which 
Will Begin as Soon as Mayor 
Issues Call for Meeting. 
How It Will Be Conducted. 


The mayor and general council has 
started the investigation of the public 
works department. In Tesponse to a 
request from the commissioner of pub- 
Me works, Henry L. Collier, the in- 
vestigation will soon be under way. 

The resolution calling for the lime- 
light to be thrown on the department 
of public works came from the prison 
committee yesterday afternoon, when a 
paper was introduced in council and 
adopted. That resolution asks for @ 
apecial committee of seven to serve 
with the committee on prisons, and 
that the investigation be full, fair and 
impartial. 

The mayor appointed the seven mem- 
hers of the special committee as fol- 
lowes: 

Aldermen Grant, Hancock and 
Pomeroy, and Councilmen Foster, Winn 
and Johnston. 

The members of the prison commit- 
tee. are as follows: 

Councilmen Vaughan, 
and Cofield. 

The investigation, for which $500 
was provided, will be started just as 
soon as the mayor issues a call for the 
first meéting of the joint committee. 

The resolution in council ~ that 
brought on the investigation is as fol- 


lows: 
Call for the Investigation. 

“Whereas. the grand jury of Fulton 
county. in theim.general presentments, 
set out statements reported by a spe- 
efal committee of that body, which seri- 
ously reflect upon the management 
and sanitary condition of the city pris- 
on or stockade; and ; 

“Whereas, publications since that 
time have added to the incidents re- 
ferred to by the grand jury; and 

“Whereas, the mayor and general 
council, as well -s the general pub- 
ie. should be SMormed fully and ex- 
haustively on ail of the points made, 
either by the committee or the grand 
jury, or by any of the public press OF 
by other person, which illustrate 
the conditions, methods or 
punishment, manner of control and 
sanitary condition, of the city prison 
or stockade. 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the 
mayor and genera! council, That the 
prison committee, acting with a special 
committee of seven to be appointed by 
his honor, the mayor, who are@ hereby 
directed to at once hold open session, 
in the council chamber, the prison 
committee sitting and acting with the 
special committee of seven as afore- 
said, are hereby directed to summons 
before them all witnesses referred to 
either by the grand jury or the public 
press, or suggested by any other citi- 
zens, who have knowledge of _ the 
methods of management, control, pun- 
ishment, treatment, feeding, clothing, 
heating, ventilation, bathing, working, 
and any and all other facts which il- 
lustrate the actual conditions which 
have obtained with reference to the 
incarceration and work of city prison- 
ers in said city prison or stockade, or 
in or upon any of the public works 
connected therewith, or under the of- 
Scere of the department of public 
works or officers and employees con- 
nected with the city prison, or the 
management and control of the city 
prison, within or without the city 
atockade, while at work or going to 
and from work, or while within the 
city prison, or under the contfol of 
any of the officers or employees of the 
department of public works in charge 
of the city prisoners. And said prison 
committee and committee of seven act- 
ing therewith are hereby authorized 
and empowered to send for persons and 
papers to compel the attendance of 
persons summoned, to swear witness- 
es. to compe] the production of papers 
and books, and all disclosures. per- 
tinent to such investigation. 

A Most Complete Examination. 

‘Be it further resolved, That said 
committee are especially authorized 
and directed to make the most com- 
plete examination as to the conduct of 
all officers and employees of the city 
connected with this management and 
the contro! of the city prison and city 
prisoners, whether such examination is 
referred to specially in the foregoing 
paragraph of not, to the end that the 
truth may be ascertained as to all 
reports, publications and rumor _s§re- 
ferring to said city prison or stockade 
and the punishment and treatment of 
the clty prisoners while under sen- 
tence. 

“Be it further resolved, That the city 
attorney and cify marshal attend the 
sessions of eaid committees and ren- 
der, in their \respective offices, such 
assistance as may be necessary to se- 
eure the production of evidence, and 
examination of witnesses and _ the 
ascertainment of the whole and full 
truth connected with the reports con- 
'eerning the city prison or stockade 
and city prisoners. 

“Be it further resolved, That said 
committee, after the conclusion of 
their labors, shall prepare a report 
setting out fully the result of their 
investigations and submit same to the 
general council with such recommen- 
detions aS to them may seem desir:

Brokaw Takes the Stand to 
Refute the Evidence Offered 
by his Wife 


DROKAW SWORE Wirt 
HAD SMOKED CIGARETTES 


He Never Saw Her Drink 
Cocktails, However---Brokaw 
Tells How His Wife Tried 
to Take Poison --- Also 
Says That He Never Got 
Drunk. | , 


New York, December 23,—W. Gould 
Brokaw, whose wife is suing him for 
separaion with alimony’ of $60,000 a 
year, took the stand in his own defense 
today and swore in the court room at 
Mineola, L. I., that his father-in-law, 
Joseph A. Blair, had threatened to kill 
him because he loved her too much. 
When he told Mrs. Brokaw of this 
threat she laughed and Said: 

“Don't mind father, Billy; he’s crazy.” 

Mr, Brokaw described the night when 
his wife took poison. In minute de- 
tail his lawyer led him through the 
two years Of their married life, with 
painstaking attention to the charges 
of drunkenness, cruelty and abusive 
language brought against him in the 
testimony of his wife. 

He Made Good Witness. 

Brokaw made a good witness. His 
attitude was easy and his answers were 
ready and firm. Mrs. Brokaw was ashy 
pale. Her head tossed scornfully when 
her husband’s testimony contradicted 
her Own. 

Brokaw swore that he had never 
been drunk in his life. 

“The time when Mrs. Brekaw swore 
IT was drunk,” he testified, “my face 


He had pever struck his. wife. “TI 
never struck anyone in my life,” he 
swore, Hin dine). af 

“Mrs. Brokaw knows I could not 
harm her.” He admitted that he had 
called his wife a liar. 

“Yes,” he said, “I called her a liar, 
but not until she had called me a d— 
liar. I had been out, and when I came 
back, bringing her flowers, she accused 
me of meeting some woman. I denied it. 
She said I lied and I had to tell her the 
same.” 

Swore She Smoked. ~ 

Brokaw Swore that his wife had 
smoked cigarettes before their mar- 
riage and that she had promised him 
to stop it. He had never seen her 
drink cocktails, but he had understood 
from the servants that cocktails were 
taken to her home On the sly. 

“Will you tell the court of your 
drinking agreement with your wife?” 
asked John F. McIntyre, his counel. 

“Yes.” answered Brokaw. “We want- 
ed to mix ginger ale with aerated wa- 
ter until it Was the exact color of 
champagne. I wished to appear to 
drink with my Guests and yet not to 
drink. This mixture bubbled and yet 
was harmless. I have used it for 
years. -I do not drink.” 

Mr. Brokaw did not recall any scene 
following an incident at a table when 
a guest had changed his wife's glass 
so that she got real champagne and 
not the imitation. “If Mrs. Brokaw 
drank champagne she was the only one 
who knew it,” he testified. 


Brokaw Used Lorgaette. 

Shown a list of objectionable names 
which Mrs. Brékaw said her husband 
had applied to her when angry, Mr. 
Brokaw scrutinized them through his 
lorgnette and. said: 

“Of course I do not use such Jan- 
guage.” 

“Tell us what happened on the so- 
called poison night,” directed Mr. Mc- 
Intyre. 

“On that night.” complied the wit- 
ness, “I had the Marquis Hermosa and 
others to dinner. Mrs. Brokaw did 
not come down. After dinner I went 
to her room and knocked. She did not 
answer. Then I said: “Mary, I want 
to come In.” She did not answer. Final- 
ly, I pushed in the door. She was 
furious. I told her I only wanted to 
kiss her goodnight, and left. 

“When I came upstairs again, Mrs. 
Brokaw was not in her room. I could 
not find her, and got a nurse to help 
me hunt. After a search, the nurse 
called to me from a room at one end 
of the hall. I got there just in time 
to see the nurse Struggling to take 
something out of Mrs. Brokaw’s mouth. 
It was sOme kind of a white tablet. J 
screamed: ‘My God, she’s dead!” 

Didn’t De a Thing. 

“Did you do anyhing to cause her 
to take poison?” 

“Absolutely nothing.” 

Denial after denial of assertions made 
by “his wife in her testimony was ob- 
tained from Mr. Brokaw by his. attor- 
ney. 

Regarding an incident said to have 
occurred while the couple were at At- 
lantic City. Mr. Brokaw was asked: 

“Did you tell your wife that her 
father threatened to kill you if you 
did not behave yourself?’ 

“Yes,” was Mr. Brokaw’'s reply.

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8 MEN KILLED, 
A00 MENACED 
BY FIRE IN MINE 


Open Lamps Carried by Mine 
Engineer and Assistant 
Caused the Horror 


DESPITE BLACK DAMP 
RESCUERS WENT TO WORK 


Once by the Bodies of the 
Dead---Fire Which Followed 
Explosion Caused the Rescu- 
ers to Retreat---Efforts Di- 
rected to Fighting Flames. 


St. Louis, December 23.—Eight men 
were killed and the lives of 400 others 
were imperiled by an explosion of 
gas in mine “A,” of the Chicago and 
Carterville Coal Company, at Herrin, 
Tll., late today. 

Open lamps, carried by the mine en- 
gineer and his assistants, caused the 
disaster, according to a telephone mes- 
sage from the mine office. There 
were three men and a boy in the eén- 
gineer’s party and all lost their lives. 

Handreds of Mea Escaped. 

Prompt action by the management 
of the mine resulted in the safe exit 
of the hundreds of men who were at 
work below ground. Within five 
minutes of the first reports of the ex- 


plosion, the miners in the immediate 
vicinity of the accident were Started | 
toward the surface, and on the return | 
trips of the cages rescuers were lower- 
ed into entries No. 7 and §&8, west; 
where the catastrophe took place.

James Guinney, superintendent of 
the mine, and Robert Hueston, man- 
ager, headed the first relay of res- 
cuers. 

Despite the Blagk Damp. 

Despite the black damp, which flow- 
ed into the chambers adjoining those 
in which Pierce and his party were 
killed, these men plunged into the 
workings. 

Three bodies blocked their path. 
Hasty examination showed that the 
men were alive, and they were rushed 
to the surface. One of them was A. 
J. Hueston, a brother of the manager. 
All are expected to recover. 

The rescuers next found the bodies 
of Snyder, Greeco and Romeo. None 
of these men had been byrned, the 
conditions of the corpses testifying 
mutely to the force of the concussion. 
Harber’s body was badly burned. 

The valiant efforts of the rescuers 
to penetrate more deeply into the 
workings were repulsed by increasing 
banks of after-damp. The ventilating 
apparatus of the mine had not. been 


damaged, but it could not cope with 
the gases, and Guinney and Hueston 
and their helpers were forced to coed 
treat, leaving the bodies of Pierce and 
his companions. 

Fire also began to gain headway, | 
and it is not expected that the bodies 
can be recovered before tomorrow. To- 
night all efforts are being directed to- 
wards fighting the flames. Conditions 
are such that it is hoped they will be 
confined to the two entries affected by 
the explosion. 

News of the disaster spread through 
Herrin, and there was a rush to the 
shaft house of hysterical women and 
crying children. 


PRINCE ALBERT MADE

Brussels, December 23.—Prince Al- 
bert, son of the late Prince Philippe, 
count of Flanders, was crowned king 
of the Belgians today, assuming the 
title of Albert I. With his queen. Eliz- 
abeth, and their sons, Princes Leopold 
and Charles, the new king rode tn state 
from Laeken to the parliament, ac- 
claimed by thousands along the gally 
décorated streets. The oa of office 
Was administered before a*joint ses- 
sion of the houses of parliament, and 
the feeble attempt of the socialists to 
sound a di rdant note was drowned 
by the cheers of the loyalists.

ENGINES COLLICE; 
TWOARE INJURED 


Southern Switch Engines 
Meet in Yards. 


In a rear-on collision between two 
sicwly moving Southern railroad 
switch engines in the Peters. street 
house yard, at 7:30 o'clock last night, 
Engineer W. L. Lieupo and Fireman 
S Cc. Boston, in charge of the leading 
engine, were hurled from their places, 
sustaining painful injuries. 

The fireman and engineer of the 
other engine were not hurt, Neither 
engine was derailed. 

Lieupo and Boston were hurried to 
Atlanta hospital in the emergency am- 
bulance of Greenberg, Bond & Bloom- 
field. Lieupo, who lives at 10 Gray 
street, sustained a badly sprained neck, 
who lives at 117 West

and Boston, 
Baker street, 
sprained ankle. 

The two engines, both free of cars, 
were moving backward on different 
spur tracks and at the time of the 
collision were attempting to take the 
same track. It is thought that both 
cngineers misunderstood their signals, 
the crash, occurring before their 


brakes would be applied. 
The engine in charge of Engineer 


Lieupo and Fireman Boston was slight- 
ly in the lead and was given a hard 
jolt in the side of the tender. Engi- 
neer Lieupo was hurled from his seat 
to the other side of the cab, falling 
on his neck. Fireman Boston, stand- 
ing at the water tank on the rear end 
of the tender, was hurled to the tracks 
beneath, landing~on his feet. One of 
his ankles turned and was badly 
sprained. 

The other engine was immediately 
feversed and stopped, and its engineer 
and fireman, neither of whom were 
hurt, jumped to the ground, caught up 
with Lieupo’s engine, which kept go- 
ing, and applied the brakes. 

Engineer Lieupo and Fireman Bos- 
ton were lifted to the street, where 
the ambulance picked them’ up and 
rushed both to the Atlanta hospital. 

Of the injuries of the two, Engineer 
Lieupo’s are considered the most seri- 
ous. The sprain received in his neck 
was exceedingly painful, although the 
physicians, after examination, could 
find no signs of a fracture. It is pos- 
sible that he may be tnternalily injured,

While 
the May option at 16.01 today was the 
only cotton on the list tO reach the 16- 
cent quotation, the entire list advanced 


slightly, and still holds higher than 
at any time since the Sully boom in 
1904. . 

The. bull campaign now on is saié-to

were ass0ciated with Sully five years 
ago, and by EB. G. Scales and James A. 
Patten, the Chicago grain operator. 
The aggregate profits of this “big four” 
are rumcred to-amount to about $13,- 
000,000. 

The bulls now predict 17-cent cotton 
before the end of January. The rec- 
ord during the Sully boom was 17.54.

Constitution's Position About 
Marietta and Decatur Streets 
Strongly Indorsed 


HOW MATTER OF PAVING 
NOW STANDS IN COUNCIL 


Money for Decatur Nearly All 
Provided---Part of Marietta 
Street Has Been Taken Care 
Of---Mayor and Members of 
Council Say the Work Should 
Be Pushed. 


If push and money can put throught 
the measure next year, the paving of- 
Marietta and Decatur streets to the 
city limits will g¢ through council 
without a dissenting vote. 

The mayor of the city, the mayor pro 
tem. and those members of council 
through whose wards the two atreets 
pass are enthusiastically in favor of 
the measure advocated by The Consti. 
tution, and they all say that just as 
soon as the apportionment sheet for 
next year is made out the money will 
be found, if possible, for the paving of 
Marietta and Decatur streets, as was 
urged by The Constitution. 

As the two streets now stand, there: 
will only be about $1,000 to raise for 
the work On Decatur street and some 
$25,000 Gr $30.000 for Marietta street. 

How Two Streets Stand. 

Decatur street is now being paved 


'from.the center of the city as far aut 
| as Yonge street. 


From there {ft willti 
be paved by the county, provided the’ 
city furnishes $5,000 to pay for the’ 
bitulithic material. Already $3,500 has 
been turned over to the county, end 
in a few days another: $500 wiTl be 
paid in. That will leave Only $1,000 to 
complete the fund, and then wcrk will 
begin. Decatur street will then be 


well paved to the. city limits, where - 


the street will connect with the Deca- 
tur réad, which Ia well paved to Deca- 
tur. 

The situation on Marietta street is ag 
follows: 

The money to pave the street from 
Peachtree to Spring is already on hand: 
the amoynt to pave as far as Foundry 
street has been promised; from there 
ty the city limits there will be some 
nine or ten blocks to pave, and the 
money for this must be raised by next 
year’s council. 

With Decatur street paved to the city 
limits and. Marietta paved to the city 
limits, there will be a fine drive through 
the very heart of the city from east 
to west. 

Mayor Favors ft. 

In speaking of the project, 
Maddox says: 

“Of cGurse I am in favor of the plan 
of paving Decatur and Marietta streets, 
as advocated by The Constitution. f 
will do my very best to see that the 
money is provided if it can be spared 
from other departments.” 

Other members of council] who spoke 
en the subject were: 

Mayor Pro Tem. Pomeroy: “T-have 
been urging the paving of Decatur 
street for two years. The Constitution 
is certainly on the right line. Marietta 
street should be paved as well ag De«< 
catur.

residents in that part of the cauntry, 
and especially at Granada.

VARDAMAN 10 RUN | 


To Fill Unexpired Term 
of McLaurin. 


Gov. Noel Will Probably Wait 
and Let Mississippi Legisla- 
ture, Which Convenes in Jan- 
uary, Name the Senator. 


Jackson. Miss., December 23.—The 
death of United States Senator A. J. 
McLaurin, occurring within ten days of 
the biennial legislative session, gives 
promise of one of the most spirited 
political struggles in the history of the 


commonwealth. 

Regardless of whether Governor 
Noel sees fit to appoint a temporary 
successor, and many of his friends be- 
lieve he will not do so, the legislature 
must elect an incumbent for the un- 
expired term of three years and three 
months. The indications are that the 


names of half a dozen or more aspir- 


ants will be presented. Prominent 


among those mentioned Is ex-Governor 
J. K. Vardaman, who announced his in- 
tention several months ago of enter- 
ing the contest for Senator McLaurin’s 
seat at the primaries in. 1911, and has 
since been busily engaged organizing 
his forces for the fight. 
Vardaman in Kace. 


That ex-Governor Vardaman has @ 
strong and personal following in the 
legislature is generally conceded, even 
by his strongest opponents. He will 
unquestionably be a formidable factor 
in the fight. Mr. Vardaman’s follow- 
ing is especially strong in the lower 
house and his friends assert that he 
can muster a decisive majority in that 
body. In the senate his strength is not 
sO apparent. 

At least half a dozen men of equal 
prominence in public life are being men- 
tioned, among them being Senator-elect 
John Sharp Williams, Hon. J. F. Sex- 
ton, of Hazelhurst; Hon. Charles Scott, 
of Boliva; Chief Justice H. Whitfield, of 
the supreme court; Congressman E. J. 
Bowers, of the sixth district; Congress- 
man Benjamin H. Humphreys, of the 
third district; Hon. G. D. Shands, of 
Laurel; Hon. LeRoy Percy, of Green- 
ville, and Congressman Adam Byrd, of 
the fifth district, and several others. 

The prevailing opinion is, however, 
that it will be Vardaman against the 
field, and that if the names of any con- 
siderable number of candidates are 
presented, it will be a long bitter strug- 
gie, probably resulting in deadlock.

Now, why not let the same tribunal, applying the identical tests used 
in the Cook case, pass upon the Peary records,-and say whether or not 
his claim of Polar discovery is fully substantiated? 

Commander Peary has very properly submitted his records to the Na- 
tional Geographic Society of the United States, and that body is engaged 
in examining them. 

But this constitutes no good reason why the Peary records should not 
also be furnished to the University of Copenhagen, where they may be 
put into the same crucible and exposed to the same extreme and rigid tests 
as were those of the vanished and perhaps vanquished doctor. 

Dr. Cook has had his day in court and the circumstantial evidence 
seems overwhelmingly against him.

SIXTEEN-CENT LEVEL 


Most Remarkable Day of © 
son in New York et. 


Spot Cotton Quiet. 


New York, December 23.—In some re- 
spects, at least, today’s cotton market 
was the most remarkable of the season, 
ff not in the history of the trade. Prices 
reached the 16c level, predicted before 
Christmas f¢r some weeks past, but 
notwithstanding this, and impending 
four-day adjournment, which, in iteelf, 
would, normally, have caused general 
realizing or liquidation, offerings were 
not heavy enough to force any reac- 
tion of consequence, and there was per- 
haps the most active business, from 
start to finish, that has ever occurred 
the day before the Christmas holidays. 
No attempt was made on the floor to 
indulge in the usual holiday festivi- 
ties, and the market was finally steady 
at a net advance of 4@24 points points; 
new crop months being relatively firm. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 5@8 points and very soon 
after sold at 16 cents. There was real- 
izing enough to send prices cff 3 or 4 
points from the -best, but Liverpool 
showed continued strength after the 
local opening and the market, during 
the middle of the day, worked into 
still higher ground with March con- 
tracts selling at 15.73 and May at 16.01, 
or 9 to 10 points net higher. Numer- 
ous repcrts of strong southern mar- 
kets and increasing demand from mills 
helped to inspire confidence on the bull 
side of the proposition, and while there 
was heavy realizing by some of the 
big western and southern interests at 
times during the afternoon, all offer- 
ings were absorbed within 5 or 6 points 
of the top, while the new crop months 
developed increased strength late in 
the day with September contracts 8ell- 
ing up to 14.75, or 26 points net higher, 
The close was within 2 or 3 points of 
the best. Southern spot markets offi- 
clally reported were unchanged to %*c 
higher. Many of the same bulls who 
a month ago were predicting 16 cents 
fGr cotton are now talking 17 cents 
during January, and ultimately still 
higher prices, On the theory that the 
improved demand recently reported 
from southern spot markets, fore- 
shadows a revival of general trade ac- 
tivity after the first of the year. 

All three of the big markets will be 
closed from tonight until Tuesday 
morning.

095 last year. For the week, 225,000 
bales, against 203,135 bales last week 
and 386,336 last year. Today’s receipts 
at New Orleans, 3,438 bales, against 
12,230 last year, and at Houston 8,648 
bales, against 7,740 last year.

It is not considered likely 
that he will take the former course 
before congress acts on his recom- 
mendation for a graduated tax on bank 
circulation, for, as he pointed out in 
his annual report, the bonds, if issued 
at 3 per cent, would have a much bet- 
ter circulation privilege than the out- 
standing 2 per cent, the tax being only 
1 per cent their issue, therefore con- 
stituting a discrimination against fhe 
twos that the government could not 
justly contemplate. Concerning the cer- 
tificates, an issue is considered unlikely 
unless the imperative necessity therefor 
arrives. 

What Payne Law Prescribes. 

The Payne law prescribes that the 
Panama canal bonds, hereafter to be 
issued under its provisions, should bear 
interest not exceeding 3 per cent. This 
leaves some leeway in determining the 
character of new issues, the secretary 
of the treasury having power to Sell 
2144 per cénts, a proposition which ft is 
thought might be considered with sOme 
favor if they were marketable at a 
satisfactory figure that would make 
them attractive as investments for 
deposits for circulation and not form 
a discrimination against the 2 per 
cents,

cerned. 

“Be it further resolved, That $500, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, 
ig hereby appropriated from  wunan- 
ticipated receipts, to cover the ex-) 
penses of this investigation, such as 
stenographer’s fees and other neces- 
sary expenses.” 

Mr. Collier’s Request for Investigation. 

Commissioner Collier’s request for 
the council to look into the workings 
of his department is as follows: 

“Atlanta, December 23, 1909.—To the 
Honorable Mayor and General Council 
of the City of Atlanta. Sirs: In view 
of the recent action of the grand jury 
based upon a report from a committee 
of the grand jury, and in view of sen- 
sational publications reflecting upon 
the city stockade since the action of 
the grand jury, I deem it my duty to 
officially request that your honorable 
body appoint a committee to act in 
conjunction with your prison commit- 
tee in examining and reporting upon 
the true condition of the city stock- 
ade. 

"It ig true that twelve months ago, 
and several times before, I urged 
changes at the stockade, and I pointed 
out especially in my letter of January 
7, 1909, to the finance and prison com- 


mittees the benefits which would comel. 


from separate prison celle, cots, baths, 
prison uniforms and other additional 
changes which would improve the city 
stockade. 

‘While I still believe that these 
changes and improvements which I 
recommended would greatly add to the 
sanitary condition and general useful- 
ness of the city stockade, I believe 


your examination will demonstrate 
that the stockade, even as it is, has 
merited no such criticism as that which 
it hae received. : 

‘Tt le utterly impossible to bring to- 
gether 200 negroes in close quarters 
for even a brief period of time without 
producing odors and conditions that 
are offensive. I need only ask those 
who happen to be upon a street car 
packed with negro workmen to appre- 
ciate what I mean. 

About Handling Low Grades. 

“Tt is impossible to handle these very 
low grade, short-term negroconvicts in 
the same way and with the same rules 
as those which govern long-term con- 
victs. They are far more difficult to 
control and the constant changing of 
the inmates makes the same discipline 
end the same personal cleanliness of 
the individual convict impossible. 

‘What I desire to urge is that the 
standard for which I sought appropria- 
tions was an exceedingly high stand- 
ard and involved unusual care and 
comfort for such prisoners, and that 
it is unjust to the city because it was 
found impossible to furnish sufficient 
money for that high standard, to mis- 
represent what the city has ac-ually 
done in making the stockade as it is. 

“I must concede that if the city had 
given the money to bring the stockade 
to the standard that+I asked, these 
convicts would have been housed and 


better treated than a large number | 


of honest, free workmen. 

“While I recognize that this low 
class of convicts are most difficult to 
handle, I have no doubt that the 
charges of cruélity have been sock: 
lessly exaggerated, but whether this is) 
true or false. I hope your honorable! 
body will make the necessary investi- 
gation and place the facts before the 
public in their true light.
